HISTORY OF 
THE NEWARK ROTARY CLUB 
CHARTER NO. 49 


1. late Frederick М. Payne, Newark lawyer, along with several 
of his friends, formed the Rotary Club of Newark which was formally 
incorporated under the laws of the State of New Jersey on September 
23, 1910. Dr. Franklin H. Van Winkle, George E. Mutchler, John H. 
McKeon, and Mr. Payne signed the incorporation papers. 


Prior to its incorporation, on September 2, 1910, the four men 
above were respectively elected president, treasurer, secretary, and vice 
president. At least two other members, Dr. А. D. Ballantine and С. Г. 
Johnson, attended the first meeting and on October 4 a constitution and 
by-laws were conceived and approved. 


During the period February to April, 1912, Newark Rotary applied 
for membership in the National Association of Rotary which was an 
affiliation of the first twelve Rotary clubs. The application accepted, 
Newark Rotary was granted Charter No. 49. 


By April, 1913, the Club had grown to 71 members and the regular 
monthly meetings were shifted from evening to noon and the meeting 
place was Achtel Stetter’s Restaurant. Three years later, the meeting 
place was changed to the Robert Treat Hotel. 


Membership had grown to 180 by 1921 when the club's permanent 
office was established in the Wiss Building. Five years later, membership 
exceeded 200 and for a six-month period Newark Rotary held first place 
for clubs of its size in the Rotary International Attendance Competition. 


The Newark Rotary Club has been sponsor or parent for more 
than a dozen other clubs. Among these, with dates of installation, are 
the Rotary Club of Orange (1916), Passaic (1917), Union City (1921), 
Montclair (1922), Morristown (1922), Woodbridge (1923), Dunellen 
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(1923), and East Orange (1927). In 1928, the Newark Rotary released 
territory to Belleville for the founding of the Belleville Club and did 
the same thing for the Irvington Rotary Club which was founded in 1938. 
Newark sponsored the Ironbound (Newark) Rotary Club in 1952 and 
the Kearny Club in 1956. 


NEWARK ROTARY’S PRIME COMMUNITY SERVICE 


Early in its history, Newark Rotary adopted youth and boys” work 
as its primary community service. The initial Committee on Boys” Work 
was established in 1921. Since then, an estimated $250,000 has been 
spent by the club on youth programs. And, as early as 1939, the Newark 
Rotary Club was awarded a second place plaque by THE ROTARIAN 
MAGAZINE for Distinguished Achievement in Club Service. 


Newark Rotary is noted for Из outstanding programs on which 
many Presidents of Rotary International, Rotary District Governors, 


State Governors, and other prominent persons have spoken. 


Newark Rotary takes pride in its reputation as a warm, hospitable 
club; in its unique letter-exchange program long maintained by President 
Lloyd Volckening: in its rotating seating plan which makes for better 
member fellowship; in its excellent Glee Club; in its efficient and charm- 
ing secretary, Peggy Debold, who has served since 1946; in Из annual 
Spring Meeting for Rotary Anns: in its numerous programs of social 
events and outdoor recreation that promote fellowship. 


Most important of all, the members of Newark Rotary are proud 
of half a century of Service Above Self.

game . . . and Mayor Seymour of Orange vehemently denies that his community 
faces a water famine because of the long dry spell.
